Pay toRemain Same, 
Is Assurance. 


“Open shop” throughout the pack- 
ing industry is presaged by the an- 
nouncement ‘hat, beginning today, the 
“American shop representation ” .sys- 
tem will be :naugurated by four of the 
largest concerns in the country— 
Armour & Co., Swift & Co., Wilson & 
Co., and the Cadahy Packing com- 
pany. 

The packers announced that more 
than 90 per cent of approximately 75,- 
000 wo: kers employed by these con- 
cerns throughout the country have 
voted in favor of the plan. It goes 
into effect automatically with the ex- 
piration today of the Alschuler agree- 
ment under which Federal Judge Sam- 
uel Alschuler was appointed arbiter 
of all disputes between the packers 
and their employés. The agreement 
was enforced as a war time measure 
to prevent strikes and insure the de- 
livery of meat to the American and al- 
lied armies. 

There will be no immediate readjust- 
ment of wages or ‘Working conditions, 
both of which will remain the same as 
under the Alschuler agreement. Both 
may be readjusted later on the plea of 
either employer or employé only after 
due notice is given and only after 
agreements have been arrived at by 
both parties. No announcement has 
been made by Morris & Co. of a shop 
representation plan. It is understood 
on good authority however, that no

While other American refugees are 
telling stories of woe and misery in 
darkest Russia, Mr. and Mrs. Carlson 
have a narrative touching to the heart 
of motherhood throughout the world. 
It is a story of a long struggle and 
search for food, clothes and medicines 


-|for the bady under conditions which 


the civilized world has not known for 
ages. 

, Slave for Baby. 

It is a story of slaving in office and 
kitchen by both father and mother for 
‘the few pounds of food which the gov- 
ernment allowed or of begging for 
food or of bribing officials and doctors 
for a few tins of milk and cafing on 
foreign relief organizations day after 
day and week after week, only to re- 
ceive the response that no milk had 
arrived. 

With his father and mother devoting 
their whole lives to him, Sven Ronald 
Carison managed to survive infantile 
diseases and undernourishment in Mos- 
cow. But his father looks as if he had 
paid the full price. Harold Carlson, 
who was born in Wilmette, Ill., went 
to Russia for the International Har- 
vester company in 1916, a young, 
strong, full blooded and full bodied 
man. Today he is a shadow of him- 
self. Haggard, pinfaced, with circles 
under his eyes, Carlson, according to 
the latest batch of American refugees, 
“is the best advertisement of Russia’s 
famine even as it has reached Mos- 
cow.” But Carlson is happy. He has 
saved his baby. 


Earn Few Cents a Month. 


Unable to obtain his release and 
having served a month in prison ac- 
cused “of being an agent of an Ameri- 
can spying organization known as the 
committee of public information,” Carl- 
son and his wife went to work for the 
baby. Mrs. Carlson earned 9,000 rubles 
monthly, which was merely a' few 
cents, and she had to bribe the doctor 
with 25,000 roubles for a few quarts of 
milk. She worked in a soup kitchen 
while her husband was an accountant 
in the foreign trade department at a 


Today’s refugee party included Mrs. 
Carlson’s 8 year old son, Edward, and 
Mrs. Dalberg, whose husband is con- 
nected with the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce, 1424 First Na- 
tional Bank building, Chicago. Mrs. 
Dalberg, who is penniless, said that 
she paid her last 100,000 roubles for 
a Polish vise, so that she can visit 
relatives in Warsaw until her husband 
arrives to take her in charge. 

‘“*I went to Moscow for the birth of 
my first grandchild,” said Mrs. Dal- 
berg, “and on account of sickness 
was forced to stay.

It is indeed difficult to get at the.root of the 
evil of high coal prices. Whenever anything is 
said against these prices the complainant is struck 
down by a mass of figures to show that he is a 
liar. The prices are blamed: on the high wages, 
high freights, high cost of machinery, and every- 
thing possible except high profits. If we believe 
everything the coal men tell us we will find our- 
selves bursting into tears at their sad plight and 
honoring them as philanthropists. They can even 
weep a little themselves at our injustice and hard- 
ness of heart. But who does not know or know of 
some man or group of men in the coal trade grown 
wealthy in the last few years? Their tears would 
be more impressive if they did not wipe them 
away with new bank notes. 

It is not the duty of the layman to solve the 
‘problem or to refute statistics. All he can do is 
to emphasize the point that high coal prices are 
depressing industry and tending.to prevent an 


adjustment of wages in all other lines by helping 


to make it difficult for the workman to meet high 
bills from a lower income. It is up to the trade 
to solve the problem, even if it takes a temporary 
loss with some other lines of industry. If they 
fail to do so the specter of national control as 
suggested in the Frelinghuysen bills is not so 
completely laid that it may never rise again to 
haunt them.

HENRY FORD’S RAILROAD. 


Henry Ford has added fame as a railroad execu- 
tive to his fame as an automobile manufacturer. 
By so doing he has indicated to the great mass 
of Americans whose combined opinion is a weight 
in public affairs that the only reason we are forced 
to pay high freight rates and perhaps to contribute 
through the government to the financing of the 
railroads is the inefficiency and extravagance of 
ordinary railroad management. Such a bellef is 
unfair to the railroads, which must rely to a large 
‘extent upon pubiic opinion for legisla- 
tion and support. 

What, then, is the secret of Mr. Ford’s success 
as a railroad executive? Part of that secret is the 
fact that he purchased his railroad, the Detroit. 
Toledo and Ironton railroad, at a rate of about) 
$17,300 per mile, as against an original capitaliza- 
tion of $50,700 per mile. That difference repre- 
sents a loss realized by some one before Mr. Ford 
took control. It also means that he has to earn 
only approximately one-third as much on the line 
as had to be earned on its original capitalization 
in order to show proportionate returns. 

Another part of the secret is that his railroad 
crosses most of the important eastern trunk lines, 
and Mr. Ford is therefore able to use it for the 


|‘shipment of most of the vast output of his fac- 


tories; and to influence other roads to route return 
freight over his line. In this way he has built 
up a traffic business out of.all proportion to the 
normal importance of his road to the national 
system of railroads. 

His action is entirely within the law, but, the 
facts show his success to be due largely to his 


he would not be able to make a corresponding 
profit by shipment of the bulk of his commodity 
over their lines. If he gave it to one, another 
would losé just that much. Then success would 
have to be based. upoh something more general 
than his private control of a large volume of 
freight and a bargain price for 411 miles of track 
and equipment. 

Mr. Ford’s success in this venture cannot be 
interpreted as proving the inefficiency and extrava- 
gance of executives of all the big railroad systems 
in the United States, and in fairness toe the big 
lines the public ought to realize it. "Sa
